The tarring program for 1957 was as follows:

On the West Proctor Road one application of blade mix with 
crushed stone and asphalt covered with rock fines and rolled, 
distance of 2.6 miles.

A blade mix with crushed stone asphalt covered with rock 
fines was applied on Powers Hill and Pleasant Street Hill.

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FIRE WARDEN'S REPORT 



In 1957, Town of Proctor suffered a bad forest fire on West 
Mountain, This burned over 110 acres of planted white pine and 
saleable hard wood. 

The fire started about 1:30 P. M. on May 6th. With the 
help of Proctor and Pittsford Fire Departments and volunteers 
from Proctor and surrounding towns, the fire was brought under 
control the following dsiy. The National Guard, Proctor Fire 
Department and Vermont Marble Co. men patroled the fire line 
day and night. On May 12th, a good rain called off all the patrols. 
The total cost of this fire to the Town of Proctor amounted to 
$765.19. 

The selectmen and I want to thank the Vermont Marble 
Compan}^ for the use of two trucks and tools, Robert Sird of 
Pittsford for power saw and pump, Mr. Homer McCullough for 
the canteen, Vermont National Guard for communication service, 
Mr. John Kabastura for the use of his home for headquarters, all 
town^s people who made sandwiches, coffee, etc., Forestry De- 
partment for the fine cooperation they gave us during and after 
the fire.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER, 1957 



The year 1957 was not unlike other 3^ears except for com- 
municable diseases. The advent of antibiotics and improved 
health facilities have reduced morbidity and mortality to new 
lows. Childhood diseases that created havoc among the young, 
have been largely stamped out by early recognition, or controlled 
by adequate treatment. Anterior poliomyelitis, the ''bogey man'' 
of yesteryear, has been pretty well controlled by the Salk vac- 
cine. The prompt use of gamma globulin has even reduced the 
incidence of measles, and to a lesser extent mumps. If the present 
trend continues, many of childhood diseases known at present 
will become relatively unknown in years to come. 

Early in October a 'Tlu" scare struck the countr\^ The 
disease may or ma}^ not have been the Asiatic variety. To my 
knowledge no cases were positively identified in this area. To 
this observer it appeared similar to the flu commonly seen in 
February and March of each year. Many prophylactic shots 
were given and the disease never reached epidemic proportions. 

WATER: 

Thanks to the efforts of Mr. John Lendway, our water 
situation has greatly improved. Samples taken at various loca- 
tions, are with pleasant regularity acceptable. Improper chlor- 
ination ma}^ have been the key to the many contaminated speci- 
mens submitted to the health department. 

GENERAL: 

The following Vermont Department of Health Report 
represents the many services available to our citizens, and the 
work done by the various agencies. Improved health is not an 
accident.

The legal voters in Town Meeting of the Townn of Proctor, Vermont, are 
hereby notified and warned to meet at the Village Hall in the Village of Proctor, 
on Tuesday, the 4th day of March, A. D. 1958 at 1:00 P.M. to vote on the 
follo\\iDg matters, to wit: 

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To vote on the following questions: 

Siiall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted in 
the Town? 

Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

4. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

5. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty cents on the 
dollar highway tax as required by law, and to take advantage of the provisions 
of No. 4913 of the Vermont Statutes, Revision of 1947. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to expend all of its portion of the tax on 
motor fuel to be used as provided in Section 5 of No. 209 of the Acts of 1955. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses, such State taxes as required b}^ law and the indebted- 
ness of the Town. 

9. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be payable. 

10. To see if the Towii will vote to accept the pro\dsions of Sections 839 
to 849, inclusive of the Vermont Statutes, Revision of 1947, for the collection 
of Taxes by the To^ti Treasurer. 

11. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to Town Officers. 

12. To see if the Town imder the provisions of Section 4526 of the Ver- 
mont Statutes, Revision of 1947 will vote to contract with the Proctor Free 
Library to furnish books to the inhabitants of the Town free and to appropriate 
money therefor. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to defray expenses of surety bonds where 
bonds are required by law. 

14. To see if the To\\ii Avill vote to appropriate money for the care and 
embellishment of the Riverside Cemetery, and if so, how much?
